ach  year  two  students  are  selected  from  each  of  the  Canadian  provinces,  the  Northwest  Territories,  and  the  Yukon  to 
compete  at  the  National  Public  Speaking  Championships.  The  Quebec  Championship  Competition  was  held  this  year  at 
Trafalgar  School  for  Girls  on  November  18.  1993.  Selwyn  House  was  represented  by  Grade  9  student  Gandhar  Chakravarty. 
Twelve  other  schools  were  represented  in  the  competition  (Bishop's,  Chambly  County,  Hudson  High,  MacDonald  High,  ECS, 
Queen  of  Angels,  Sacred  Heart,  St.  George's,  Stanstead,  Trafalgar  and  West  Island  College)  and  the  level  of  competition  was 
extremely  high.  Each  competitor  was  required  to  deliver  a  prepared  persuasive  speech,  an  interpretive  reading  passage,  and  an 
impromptu  speech.  Despite  being  the  youngest  competitor  and  one  of  only  two  males,  the  17  judges  in  three  different  rounds  of 
competition  agreed  that  the  top  speaker  and  winner  of  the  tournament  was  Gandhar.  He  will  travel  to  Winnipeg  on  January  27  to 
represent  Quebec  and  if  he  is  once  again  successful,  and  among  the  top  four  speakers,  he  will  win  the  opportunity  to  compete  in  the 
World  Championships  in  England  in  March. 

We  are  extremely  proud  of  Gandhar  and  wish  him  lots  of  luck  in  the  upcoming  competitions.  We  are  also  very  proud  that  in  its 
tenth  year,  this  competition  has  for  the  first  time  .seen  the  same  school,  Selwyn  House,  win  the  Quebec  Championship  two  years  in  a 
row.

M   the  past  several  years,  the  department  has  been  expanding  its  program  in  order  to  broaden  and  enrich  our  students'  experience  in 

A#    French,  and  we  feel  that  this  will  be  an  outstanding  opportunity  for  all  senior  school  students. 

Mme  Nancy  Allard-Coutu  has  coordinated  a  varied,  interesting  itinerary  for  this  two  week  exchange.  The  boys  will  leave  on  an 
overnight  flight  for  Rouen,  France  on  June  22,  1994  and  return  the  morning  of  July  2,  1994. 

During  the  nine  day  stay  with  French  families,  the  boys  will  attend  classes  at  I'Ecole  Cours  Notre  Dame,  with  three  days  set  aside  for 
educational  day  trips.  For  example,  they  will  be  touring  Honfleur,  an  historic  port  lined  with  houses  of  wood  and  slate  dating  back  to  the 
15th  and  16th  centuries.  The  second  trip  scheduled  is  to  Dieppe,  the  fifth  largest  port  in  France,  which  boasts  beautiful  white  cliffs  like 
those  found  in  Dover.  This  visit  coincides  with  the  anniversary  of 


Canadian  soldiers  landing  at  Dieppe.  The  third  trip  is  a  full  day 
guided  tour  of  the  Normandy  region.  This  tour  also  includes 
some  of  the  historic  abbeys  and  valleys  of  the  Seine. 

On  the  morning  of  July  2,  the  students  leave  for  Paris.  They 
will  be  staying  in  a  centrally  located  hotel.  During  the  three  day 
stay,  the  boys  will  have  a  guided  tour  of  the  Louvre  and  the 
Musee  d'Orsay,  experience  an  evening  cruise  on  the  Seine  by 
Bateaux  Mouches,  take  a  guided  walking  tour  of  the  Left  Bank 
including  the  Sorbonne,  and  go  to  a  French  play. 

In  selecting  the  students  to  be  invited  on  the  trip,  we  will  give 
priority  to  those  who  will  billet  a  French  student  during  his  or  her 
stay  in  Montreal.  Twenty-one  French  students  as  well  as  three 
French  teachers  will  arrive  at  Selwyn  House  on  February  17  and 
leave  March  2.  Their  itinerary  is  very  similar  to  ours:  attending 
classes  in  the  morning  and  leaving  the  school  for  planned 
activities  in  the  afternoon.  Their  three  day  trip  will  be  to  Ottawa. 

The  French  Department's  goals  for  this  program  are  to  ensure 
an  outstanding  French  experience,  to  develop  new  and  life-long 
friends,  to  understand  a  different  culture  and  to  experience  total 
immersion  in  French.  What  a  way  to  start  one's  summer 
holidays!  Mme  Allard-Coutu  plans  to  continue  French 
educational  exchange  travels  on  a  annual  or  bi-annual  basis. 

Parents  and  students  are  urged  to  register  as  soon  as  possible 
in  order  to  facilitate  the  planning  process.  There  are  still  a  few 
places  available.
